The Beer Duties. 


Since the Budget is not very remote, 
the decrease in the number of standard 
barrels of beer brewed during February 
is of some little interest. As compared 
with February, 1931, 212,000 fewer stan- 
dard barrels were brewed, and, owing to 
the extra penny a pint duty, Excise duty 
brought in an additional five hundred 
thousand pounds. It might be supposed 
that this extra penny was remunerative, 
in spite of the fact that it was mainly re- 
sponsible for the smaller output. In the 
brewing trade, however, there are many 
other considerations, and an increase in 
Excise duty at the expense of the whole 
industry is not usually profitable. Other

Mr. G. F. Abell, representing Lloyd's

voting trustees say that they want our 
securities. There has been no attempt to 
meet us, and we are under a strong sense 
of grievance.” 

Mr. H. J. Millar, Bank of Ireland, said 
they were the holders of bills to the 
extent of £113,000, and felt that they 
should not be asked to give up their 
security. If they did so they would be 
giving up something which was really 
tangible. It was felt that some special 
consideration should be given to the bill 
holders. 


CONFERENCE SUGGESTED. 


The Chairman said he thought he was

This 
arrangement was welcomed by the traders 
of the town, because it increased consider- 
ably the spending capacity of railway 
employés. tn 1930 the engineering depart- 
ment was transferred, entailing a change 
of about one hundred men. This meant a

SYDNEY BRIDGE. - 


The. Times says to-day in the course of 
a leading article on Sydney Bridge :— 
When the project of a bridge was first put 
forward it was opposed by many Sydney: 
siders, The ocean steamers, it was said, 
tended more and more to berth at points in 
the harbour above the line between Dawes 
Point on the south, and Milson’s point on 
the north, which was the only practicable 
position for a bridge, and it would be im- 
possible to construct one which would not 
constitute a serious a ogee to naviga- 
tion. Others objec that Sydney was 
not only one of the greatest ports in the 
world, but also one oí the world’s most 
famous beauty spots, and that no bridge, 
however designed and constricted, could 
fail to take away from its beauty. 

The finished structure, however, has 
silenced all criticism; The majestic atch 
is admitted by all who have seen it to be a 
worthy ornament to the harbour, of which 
Sydney is so proud. The State Governor, 
Sir Philip Game, whose official residence 
is on the water-front, is expressing the 
general feeling when he writes: “ No one. 
can live almost in its shadow without pay- 
ing continual, if silent, tribute to the 
marvels of design and workmanship which 
have fashioned by the hand of man a 
bridge which adds beauty and dignity to 
the works of nature around and about it.” 


MONUMENT TO CO-OPERATION. 

There is no need here to, enter into 
technical details, though it should, 
perhaps, be emphasised that the span of 
the arch across the harbour is the greatest 
single span in the world, that the headway 
for water traffic underneath the roadway is 
no less than 170 feet, thus leaving ample 
room for the tallest ships to pass under- 
neath it, and that since there could be no 
obstacle put in the way of navigation 
during the construction, the bridge had to 
be built, as it were, upon itself without 
the aid of any scaffolding.
